2. ROLL CALL: Members of the Planning and Zoning Commission or Legal Council that are 

unable to be present in person at a scheduled meeting may participate in the meeting by 
telephone or video conference.  

3. PUBLIC PARTICIPATION: Non-agenda items presented during the public participation 
portion of this agenda cannot be acted on at this time by the Commission.  Individual 
commission members may ask questions of the public or ask staff to review the matter, 
or defend themselves, but are prohibited by State of Arizona Open Meeting Laws from 
discussing the item among themselves until the item is noticed according to open meeting 
requirements as an agenda item. The Chair MAY allow public comment on agenda items, 
and will limit time of discussion to three (3) minutes per person, with no longer than ten 
(10) minutes per topic.
